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DETAILED ACTION 

This final action is in response to the Applicant's reply filed on 1 1/07/2005. 
The amendments to the claims filed on 1 1/07/2005 have been acknowledged. 
Claims 2, 4, 6, 7-30 are pending. Claims 1 , 3, and 5 are cancelled. 
Claim 7-1 1 are withdrawn. 

This application is a continuation of 09/671,089 filed 09/27/2000 now patent 
6,780,846, which claims benefit of 60/156,246 filed on 09/27/1999. 

If Applicants want to file for the rejoinder, the scope of the method claims must 
be the same as the scope of the composition claims. Thus, claims 7-1 1 stand 
withdrawn. Claims 16-18 are not examined because they refer to a method that is 
beyond the scope of the elected composition claims. 

This application contains claims drawn to a non-elected invention. A complete 
reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other 
appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

All reiections not mentioned in this office action have been withdrawn. 
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A^eyy Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12, 13, and 23-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 12, Applicants refer to the active agent that is a viral DNA, however it is 
not clear how the viral DNA is complexed to the peptide. 

In claim 13, the full spelling of the name of "MTLP" must be provided. Further, it 
is not clear how the DNA is in the form of a coated liposome. 

In claim 23, the definition of retroinverted peptide must be provided. 

In claim 26, it is not clear how the peptide is complexed to the viral DNA particle. 

In claim 27, it is not clear how the DNA is in the form of a coated liposome. 

Claims 24, 25, 28-30 are included in this rejection because they depend from 
rejected base claim 23. 

Conclusion 

Claims 2, 4, 6, 14, 15, and 19-22 are allowable. 
No other claims are allowed. 

Claims 16-18 are not examined because they refer to a method that is beyond 
the scope of the elected composition claims. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
